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Philadelphia, June 18. — The atten- 
tion both of delegates and other vis- 
iting politicians Is concentrated upon 
the mOTOmect In tho Interest of Gover- 
nor Roosevelt a» a vice presidential 
candidate. Tho Ponnsylvanla dologa- 
tlon met early in tho day and It was 
soon announced that the state delega- 
tion had taken a position for the gov- 
CfOor for second place on the ticket 

Thlo nnttoaneoanont was soon fol- 
lowed by the statement, which was 
made upon excellent authority, that 
Colonel Quay and Senator Piatt and 
others in sympathy with them bad held 
a MBfMPOOOo and bed decided lipon^a 
plan of campaign which was to bring 
Roosevelt to the front aa a candidate, 
stampede the convention for blm an J 
force his acceptance of the nomination. 

Among others who were taken into 
the conHdence of Quay and Piatt was 
National Committeeman Saunders, who 
has been doing zealous work in bring- 
ing over the intennountain stiites to 
the support of Roosevelt's candidacy. 
Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania nad 
Senator Wolcolt of Colorado are both 
In the movement, and the managers 
nre claiming the votes not only of the 
Vmw York and Pennsylvania delegates, 
but of California, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Indiana and Illinois, aa well 
aa of many others. All this, of course, 
Is upon the supposition tij^at tavorite 
son* will be eliminated "from tb'e flfbt. 

Colonel Quay announced himself for 
Roosevelt because of bis confldence 
that the governor's nomination would 
lnsi||^ the suecMS of the Republican 
tiekit In November, but there are oth- 
ers — and they are not enemies of the 
colonel — who announced that his posi- 
tion Is the result of antagonism on his 
'Part to Senator Hanna, chairman of 
the national committee. It was also 
asserted that Quay still remembered 
the fact that the Ohio senator bad cast 
his influence against bim in his roeont 
effort to secure hbr old seat in the sen- 
ate by gubernatorial appointment. 
Quay did not admit the truth of these 
statements, saying there were broader 
fiuwlM for nominating Roosevelt. 

It was also asserted by those In a po- 
sition to know that Robsi^velt's accept- 
ance, in case of his nomination, was 
assured, but this was not upon strong- 
er ground than that lenator Piatt haJ 
given this ■asuranc*. Thert can bo no 
doubt, however, regardless of Roose- 
velt's own position, that he is to be 
the Platt-Quay candidate, and they feel 
nf« in tho eoBfldtnco that he will not 
decline tbt'olks if it is foreod vpou 
him. 

The development of the movement 
in Rooevelt's behalf bad the effect ot 
bringing Former Boerotary Bliss oopr 
spicuously forward as the opposing 
candidate, and the fact was announced 
by those very clo«e to him that he 
would ncofpt If nopiinated. From the 
Arst Bonhtor Rfthna lind bis followers 
have advoai^ed tbo noiosinatio^ of 
either Bliss or Allison. The latter has 
made hla own declination absolutely 
uneautYQCfJ^ tbus i^o^rclM ^lip to the 
front deaplU bis own dlMa^Uaatloa to 
accept the position. Ho rcpoftUMl Mi 
desire to be relieved of the respbiisibil- 
Uy, but hli (riOBds loft him with the 
knmrjbulxo t;hat U the opmioatlon 
should ty^ tendered It would not be de- 
clined. 

The friends of Conaressnuio Dolliver 
of lowk aro still inthiisl^e over bis 

chances, and they claim that nothing 
but an agreement upob some available 
Oi&n by the membera ot the New York 
delegation can prevent his nomination 
They say New York sboi^ld have the 
tirvt eall upon the nomination t( It «aa 



decide upon a man. It it does not 
agree upon this point, and as the lowi 

people do not rate Woodrufi as an 
available man, they will push for the 
nomination of Dolliver against any 
and all candiiiates. They art ednfldent 
that Dolliver will be able to beat Wood- 
ruff before the convention, and will be 
a stronger canilidafe before the people 
at laj-ge. It is claimed by the Iowa 
pecvle that they h^ve strong assur- 
anms from nearly all of the western 
states and that the middle west are 
with him to a man. 

Secretary Long will have the support 
of the 78 New Bngland delegates to a 
man. The secretary at present is at 
his summer home at Hlngham, Mass.. 
and efforts will be made to communi- 
cate with bim In reference to hi/ 
sria&M M tD the preoenutlon ot nis 
lamo to tkO convention. 

The West Virginians arc fully detrr- 
inincd to^resent one of their senators 
as a vice presidential candidate. Sen- 
ator ScotI first proposed a boom for bib 
colleagoe, Mr. Elklns, but a strong 
Scott sentiment began to manifest it- 
self at the West V|rginia headquarter.-. 
The delegation at least wants to place 
one ot thtm In nomination and compli- 
ment him with the state's vote. Aft* r 
that there Is no definite choice thus 
far, although the tendencies are to- 
ward Roosevelt or some other sastern 
candidate. 

The Michlf^an delegation arrived al 
the Walton and opened headquarters 
there. D. M. Ferry of Detroit, who is 
a candidate for the nomination for 
governor of Michigan, was with the 
party, and said that the delegation h.td 
not decided who to support 'for the 
vice presidency. There was, however, 
a strong sentiment among the Michl- 
gai men for Dolliver. 

The Nebraska sentiment has Jevrl 
oped quite strongly in favor ot Senator 
Fairbanks' vice presidential candidacy, 
and such Influential members of the 
delegation as Senator Thurston and 
Editor Rosewater regard the Indiana 
man as particularly strong for thf 
place. In this connection a movement 
Is on foot to secure oo-operation be- 
tween a number ot western states, In- 
cluding Nebraska, and a meeting may 
be held to discuss the advisability of 
united action. Mr. Fairbanks has re 
ceived the overturos from Nebraska 
and other quarters with expressions ot 
earnest appreciation, but has said that 
he did not wish to be regarded as an 
active candidate. 

Aroun^ t|^ Oregon nn/l Washington 
htetfquarters It Is said they will both 
stand for Bartiett Tripp until a nom- 
ination is made. His name will be 
presented by General Samuel K, Ash 
ton of Wnshlngt^, and the seconding 
speech will be made by Wallace Mc- 
Canimant of Oregon. 

James Boyd, delegate-at-large and a^ 
member of national committee ot 
North Carolina, said that the delega 
tion from his state is a unit for Senator 
Pritchard for vice president. 

Former Governor War^outh of the 
Louisiana delegation was asked how 
the delegation would stand on the viee 
presidential question. "If Governor 
Roosevelt is a candidate," he replied, 
"1 feel confident that he will get the 
vote of the Louisiana delegation." 

The Texas delegation is Inclined, to 
favor Secretary Long, but will not an- 
nounce Its position until the Texas 
contest is decided by the committee on 
credentials. The delegation will take 
any man the administration may want. 

National Committeeman Payne uf 
Wisconsin expressed the opinioTi that 
Wisconsin would support Mr. Roose- 
velt. "Por tbat matter," he said, 'I 
think the whole eoiintry will be found 
to be for blm." 

Committeeman Fessenden expressed 
confidence that Connecticut would ac- 
cept the nomination of Roosevelt Joy- 
ously. "The mo?em«tt Is apparjsntly 
becoming Invincible," he said. "Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt would he all right in 
the east, and I think he will sweep the 
we^t like wUdflre In a prairie." 

"Neiw Mexico is Ijor any pa^ luscept- 
able to the admi'nistratlOB," iald Gov- 
ernor Otero, speakjU^i 9^ tlie New 
Mexico delegation.

It will be exploded, 
and Mr. 'Woodruff will get the aomlna- 
tlon," said Mr. Berry. 

Elaborate preparationn have been 
made by local committees and organ- 
iiations for the entertainment of vis- 
itors during the convention. The ar- 
rangements are In charge of the allied 
Republican clubs of Philadelphia and 
vicinity. Wednesday morning an 1 
afternoon a flotilla of seven Delaware 
river steamers will be at the disposal 
of those holding one of the allied clubs' 
passports.

Louis convention of 1896, and after 
enumerating them, deel,ire.-i that faith 
has been kept almost in every instance, 
as is shown by the statutes which the 
last congress added to the laws ot the 
coutatry. Especial attention is called 
to the fact that the platform of 18PG 
promised that the country should be 
upon the waM standard, and thst this 
pledge has been faithfully maintained. 
There is a clear and distinct declara- 
tion for the maintenance of this stand- 
ard, and the resolutions, so far as pre- 
pared, make no reference to bimetal- 
lism. The resolutions also contain the 
usual declaration for a protective tariff. 

The pre-sident's policy with reference 
to the Philippines is indorsed through- 
out and his conduct of the war with 
Spain is upheld in the strongest terms 
of commendation and praise. The 
president's course on the Bo( r-British 
entanglement is also Indorsed and at- 
tention Is called to the fact that under 
his guidance the United States has 
been the only nation to offer intervem- 
tion between the warring nations. The 
president also comes in for praise be- 
cause of bis attitude In The Hague 
peace conference, and the administra- 
tion is especially commended for its 
position and its accomplishment in the 
matter of an open door in China. There 
is ng reference to the present critical 
condition in China. The ahl^lng sub- 
sidy bill is Indorsed.

West Superior, Wis., June 18.— The 
steamer Charles R. Van HIse was

The big 
steamer slid the ways In the presence 
of thousands of spectators, including 
crowds ot excursionists, who came in 
from the west, and a large delegation 
from the Union Commercial Travelers' 
convention, being held in Duluth. The 
boat is the largest ever built here, and 
is one ot the most powerful on the 
lakes.

This makes a total rise of fifty-five 
pointa aince May 2ltt, when the long- 
talked-about aettlement between the 
trust and the independent refiners began 
to be regarded as a certainty. Further- 
more, aa the traat ia not making refined 
oat of raw augara at the current marki-t 
price, but for some time past has been a 
heavy faaiyer of raw augers at luw prices, 
it will have a clean margin of about Ic. 
per pound on all augara turned out be- 
tween now and October 1, without any 
further advance in pricea. Thus, by the 
time the reflnera get to toniint out an- 
gars from material costing 4;'o. or over, it 
is expected that the combination will 
have forced pricea fifteen or twentv 
points above their present level in order 
to maiiltaiu the handsome margin of 
profit now in the buaineaa. 

It ia expected that the output of the 
combination will exceed 200,000 barrels 
per week duiiog the active season, which 
will extend to October Ist, and, with the 
moat liberal allowance for the coat of re 
fining, the corporation is likely to earn 
big proflU. Modeatly eatimated at $1.50 
per barrel, the combine's profita would 
amount to $300,000 per week, or $4,500, 
C03 in the fifteen weeka between thia date 
andOotobtr let.
